“J will have a close look at him and decide whether he will 
remain in the squad for the World Cup games,” national coach 
Rudi Gutendorf said this week. 

“He would have been in the squad all along had it not been for 
his injuries."

‘ Senkalski certainly will stay in the squad if Ken Boden and John 
Yzendoorn fail to gain citizenship before the first World Cup 
game, against New Zealand, on April 25. 

Meanwhile, Gutendorf will fly to Saudi Arabia on March 16 to 
watch the Asian Group Three World Cup qualifying tournament 
which starts on March 18. 

He will spend about a week in Saudi Arabia. 

Gutendorf last week urged all national team players to do addi- 
tional training to improve their fitness. 

“Every Socceroo should do an hour's running and exercising 
every morning before going to work. After all, they will be well 
paid if they qualify for Spain.” 

He revealed that he had suggested to the ASF a bonus of be- 
tween $7000 and $10,000 a man should the Socceroos reach the 
World Cup finals. 























Now there’s grave doubt 
also about John Yzendoorn’s 
eligibility. 

Remember 1977 when Jim 
Tansey had to be flown from 
Ba to Suva in Fiji to be natur- 
alised after it was discovered 
at the last minute he did not 
have Australian citizenship? 
The Socceroos were in Fiji at 
the time to play World Cup 
matches against Taiwan. 

Boden and Yzendoorn of 
course are not to blame in the 
present dilemma. 

What disappoints me the 
most is that the adminis- 
trators allowed the problem to 
come out into the open.

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The fact that the Australian 
national soccer team, the Socce- 
roos, has never played in Tasmania 
is a national disgrace.

Soccer receives relatively 
little exposure on Tasma- 
nian television. What it does 
receive is entirely from 
overseas. ‘Match of the 
Day’, ‘The Road to Wem- 
bley’, and the occasional, 
very brief news-clip, repre- 
sents the grand total. 

It is from these that the 
local youngsters glean their 
information. As for the Aus- 
tralian scene — nothing! 
Names like Kosmina, 
Krncevic, Sharne Davidson 
and Tredinnick mean little, 
if anything. 

A visit to Tasmania by the 
Socceroos would familiarise 
the local youngsters (and 
many adults also) with the 
big names in Australian soc- 
cer. It would also give young 
players a glimpse of what 
the future might hold for 
them. Such a vision is essen- 
tial if soccer is to develop. 


Financially, a visit by the 
Socceroos might not be an 
outstanding success. This 
should not always be the 
prime consideration, how- 
ever. 

As a public relations ex- 
ercise it would be a hit. 

Many overseas national 
teams play their home inter- 
nationals in more than one 
centre. West Germany plays 
in cities other than Munich, 
Brazil in cities other than 
Rio, Argentina in cities 
other than Buenos Aires. 

This is so that the entire 
population has the chance to 
see the national side in ac- 
tion, even if only occasion- 
ally.

institute aren’t the best 16 
youths in the land . . . the 
institute isn’t ready to 
cope with such a high 
intake of athletes. 

These are some of the 
views of former Australian 
national coach Jim Shoulder, 
now Director of Soccer at the 
new Australian Institute of 
Sport in Canberra. 

Shoulder has been here for 
three weeks and has embarked 
on his task of organising and 
supervising a training pro- 
gram for 16 boys who have ac- 
cepted scholarships at the in- 
Stitute. 

“There are a few problems 
with this new project and the 
institute isn’t really ready for 
the high intake of athletes,” 
said Shoulder. 

“Ideally speaking you would 
want another six or nine 
months to elapse before all the 
projects are fully equipped. 

““We're better off than some 
other sports because we've 
been able to use the facilities 
at Canberra College which is 
about a mile away from the 
indoor centre. 

“We're still waiting for 
some balls but they’re on the 
way at least.” 

The 16 boys will form the 
squad which will represent the 
institute in the Eastern Region 
of the newly formed National 
Youth League, Shoulder wii] 
coach them. 

‘We haven't had a chance to 
properly prepare for the start 
of the season but I’ve been 
pleasantly surprised by the 
Standard of the boys in prac- 
tice matches. 

“The players here mightn’t 
be the best 16 in the land but 
they’re among the best 30 or 40 
youths and we’ve enough quali- 
ty to have a better than useful 
side in the league,” 

“It’s just not practical to 
turn these lads into full- 
timers," said Shoulder. 

“I see them forming a sup 
plementary pool of players 
from which lads can be drawn 
into the national youth side, 

“I hope to improve the per- 
formance of the lads and 
maybe give Rudi Gutendorf a 
couple of names for October. 

“Provided every boy walks 
away from the institute saying 
that it was worthwhile, that 
he's a better player for the ex- 
perience and has a fuller 
understanding of what the 
game’s about, then I'll have 
done my job.” 

In the youth league the boys

Shoulder will draw up a 
timetable so that every youth 
will have a personalised pro- 
gram of specialist coaching 
for an hour each week.

“Last June I had an appli- 
cation sent to me with a full 
specification of the job re- 
quirements and I liked what I 
read. 

“I wanted to be involved in 
the development of young 
players, the financial rewards 
were good and since I last was 
here my family’s grown so my 
wife and I felt that the pros- 
pects for the education and 
employment of our kids were 


better served by being in 
Canberra rather than in 


County Durham in England. 


“Way back in 1975 there 
wasn’t any national youth 
championships but there was 
an under-l2 national 
championship. 

“‘Now we're starting to put 
sanity back into the game here 
by implementing a youth 
championship, a_ national 
youth league and developing 
the institute. 

“We're to use our 
resources properly at last. 

‘Sometimes progress has 
been like taking two steps 
backward and one step for- 
ward but overall we're pro- 
&ressing now." 

Much of the progress to 
which Shoulder refers has 
been funded by Coca-Cola and 
he commends the company for 
being prepared to pour money 
into youth soccer as against 
senior soccer. He's also happy 
with the blend of players selec- 
ted in his squad. 

“I've got to congratulate

Goalkeeper Richard Wilson 
of Canberra had a great game 
against Brisbane City, but 
New Zealand captain Steve 
Sumner of Newcastle missed 
the match against Blacktown 
due to an injury that involved 
internal bleeding. Sumner js 
out for at least two weeks. 

Meanwhile, Charlie Dem- 
psey, chairman of New Zea- 
land's Worid Cup committee, 
has said that this World Cup 
campaign may be New Zea- 
land’s last unless it reaches 
the 1982 finals in Spain. 

Dempsey has signed a $25,- 
000 deal with Wynn’s Motor Oil 
which will cover the cost of the 
home matches in New Zea- 
land's qualifying campaign, 
but is looking for another 
$125,000. 

He admits that to date, the 
campaign is $23,000 in the red, 

Main point of concern is 
remuneration of players. The 
Scottish-born chairman stres- 
sed that nobody would get rich 
playing for New Zealand, but it 
was imperative that they were 
pot out of pocket, either, 

“Australia is not better than 
us,’ Dempsey stated. “It is 
just that they have more mon- 
ey.” 

On the same day, in Well- 
ington, the New Zealand Foot- 
ball Association reported a 
loss of $15,759 for 1980. This ex- 
cludes World Cup expenditure. 

The national body continues 
to exist by virtue of registra- 
tion fees (expected to rise 
about $100 a senior team this 
year), unimaginative raffles, a 
smal! number of sponsors, 
government subsidies and a 
benevolent bank manager 

Endeavours such as the Aus- 
tralian Soccer Federation 
Marketing Ltd. are light years 
ahead of NZFA thinking. 

Should New Zealand qualify 
for the final 24, it is doubtful 
that its association will have 
the promotional ability to 
harness the success and boost 
soccer's popularity to any 
relevant degree, 

A concern far less hypothe- 
tical is the game’s immediate 
financial plight. 

For the Kiwis it could well 
be a question of Spain or bust 
— literally!

SIR ~— Your Mr Walter 
Pless shed his wrath and in- 
dignation on England’s foot- 
ball commissars recently over 
her .absence from Uruguay's 
Copa de Oro, going so far as to 
brand the decision as ‘‘stupidi- 
ty’. Quite contrary to being 
stupid, English F.A. Chairman 
Ted Croker'’s decision to 
excuse his national team from 
attending this meaningless 
sideshow amounts to sound 
wisdom indeed in the light of 
one or two facts. 

Clearly Mr Croker saw little 
value in complicating an al- 
ready crowded domestic 
calendar for the sake of a 
soccer circus which generated 
emotions that badly mis- 
represented the important of 
the thing. In addition to the in- 
convenience of the postponed 
league and Cup matches that 
would have resulted from Eng- 
land’s attendance, the for- 
ward-thinking gentleman evi- 
dently considered the obvious 
risk of injuries, to the detri- 
ment of clubs chasing domes- 
tic honours. 

England should be excused 
any evident notions of para- 
noia about playing in South 
America for the sake of it, 
when one remembers the 
treatment meted out to Celtic 
and Manchester United over 
there a decade ago. Even more 
recently, while the invitation 
to compete in the Mundialito 
was being considered by the 
English F.A, the Uruguayan 
team was busy hacking and 
clogging its way across Eu- 
rope, which hardly encouraged 
a favourable decision from 
London. 

As to the football played in 
the tournament, Brian Glan- 
ville’s prediction that it would 
prove to be an orgy of yet 
more hacking and clogging 
was — happily — not realised, 
and in fact a lot of good soccer 
was in evidence (though the 
event was not without its ugly 
moments, was it?) 

Finally, Mr Pless’s charges 
of ‘‘insularity’’ on the part of 
the English are valid, if just a 
little dated. Certainly English 
sides did abstain from inter- 
National competitions in the 
fifties for just the reasons 
stated in the gentlemanj’s 
diatribe, but things have 
changed a great deal since 
then 

Kevin Keegan's oft-stated 
belief that England not will but 
CAN in the World Cup, and 
Ron Greenwood’s appraisal of

EVERYONE WELCOME 
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The $9 million transfer of Diego 
Maradona from Argentinos 
Juniors to Boca Juniors has con- 
firmed the status of the 20-year- 
old Argentinian as the greatest 


player in the game today. 


Each decade seems to throw up one genius who 
stands above all his contemporaries. The 1950's 
had Alfredo DiStefano, the 1960's Pele and the 
1970’s John Cruyff. 

Consquently the club which harnesses Marado- 
na’s skill can anticipate greatness such as Real 
Madrid, Santos and Ajax experienced under Di 
Stefano, Pele and Cruyff respectively. 

Born on October 30 1960, in Villa Fiorito amidst 
wretched poverty,Diego Armando Maradona was 
one of eight children. 

Although mere survival was an immense 
struggle, his father obviously had his priorities 
right, buying his son a new football as a third 
birthday present. 

In Villa Fiorito a tin can or small bundle of rags 
usually constituted a “ball.”’ Litle wonder then 
that the youngster slept with the treasure in his 
arms for months afterwards. 

Joining Argentinos Juniors’ nursery team of 
nine years of age, he showed supreme ability even 
then as his side reeled off 148 games without 
defeat. 

After working up through the grades, his Ar- 
gentinian League debut was made at 15. Such was 
the impact that a call-up to the international 
squad followed just four months later. 

Maradona became Argentina’s youngest inter-

national when appearing as substitute in a 5-1 win 
over Hungary. 

With the World Cup tournament held in his 
home country the following year, the young mid- 
fielder anticipated emulating Pele as a teenage 
**Mundial”’ sensation. 

It was not to be, though. Included in the provis- 
ional pool of 25, he was omitted from the final 
squad of 22. This was a bitter blow and Maradona 
vowed never to wear an Argentina shirt again. 

The remark, made at the heat of the moment, 
was instantly regretted. National team manager 
Cesar Menotti, understanding the Argentinos Ju- 
nior’s anguish, staged a reconciliation and his 
young star committed himself to both the youth 
and full international programme. 

The first assignment was the South American 
Youth Championship in which Argentina was run- 
ner-up to Uruguay, the host. There was no doubt 
however who was the olaver of the tournament. 
Maradona receiving acclaim from even the 
notoriously anti-Argentinian Motevideo crowd. 

Second place was sufficient to qualify for the 
finals of the Coca-Cola World Youth 
Championship in Japan where the junior crown 
was added to the World Cup won by the seniors a 
year earlier. 

Once again Maradona was outstanding and the 
Most Valuable Player of the Tournament award 
was presented to him at the conclusion. 

Europe’s first sight of the new superstar came 
during Argentina’s tour of the continent in 1979. 

Johan Neesken and Liam Brady were totally 
eclipsed in games against Holland and Eire, while 
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a brilliant Maradona goal clinched victory over 
Scotland. 


He was back a year later, claiming a hat-trick 
i gg Austria and making European Footballer 
of the Year Kevin Keegan look comparatively 
pedestrian at Wembley. 


The next accolade to come Maradona’s way was 
tne 1979 South American Footballer of the Year 
trophy, this further establishing him on the inter- 
national scene. 


Speculation that Maradona, the league's leading 
goalscorer in each of the past three seasons, was 
to be transferred, became part and parcel of Ar- 
gentinian life. 


The Spanish club even negotiated a six million 
dollar deal only for the Argentinian F. A. to inter- 
vene, banning the entire national squad from join- 
ing foreign clubs until after the 1982 World Cup. 


Thwarted from reaping the multi-million dollar 
benefits from a career in Spain, Maradona was, 
naturally, enraged. 


He was only partially pacified when a con- 
sortium of business interests stepped in to com- 
pensate him for lost Spanish Pesetas, while the 
Argentinian F. A. also boosted his weekly income. 

Although delighted that their star was staying 
in the country,Argentinian fans considered Mara- 
dona wasted at Argentinos Juniors, particularly 
as their team no longer dominated the Copa Liber- 
tadores de America, the symbol of Supremacy in 
Latin American club football. 

A link-up with one of the more powerful clubs 
was therefore considered to be in the national 
interest and few clubs are more powerful than 
Boca Juniors. 
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Kenny Daiglish enabled 
Scotland to become the only 
nation in World Cup Soccer 
European group six to leave 
Israel with two points. 
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Last Wednesday a 54th 
minute Dalglish goal gave the 
Scots a 1-0 victory over Israel 
in Ramat Gan and firmly es-

Sydney City’s hopes of retaining its PSL 
crown have been given a considerable boost 
by Willie Murray, a teammate of the great 
George Best less than a year ago. 


Before joining the “Slickers”, Murray had been 
on the books of Scottish club Hibernian for seven 
years, having been signed from Salveson Boys® 
Club as an 18-year-old. 


At the time the Edinburgh-based outfit was one of the top clubs in 
the land, challenging the traditional domination of Rangers 
and Celtic 


Competition for first-team places was intense and Murray had to 
wait eight months before making his debut and then only as a 
late substitution against Dundee. 


League appearances were spasmodic during the course of the 
next three seasons as he became an almost permanent fixture 
on the substitutes’ bench. 


The highlight of a frustrating period was undisputably the 1975 
Scottish League Cup final when Murray was allowed to display 
his skills before a crowd of 54,000. 


Unfortunately the “‘Hi-Bees’’ were thrashed 6-3 by Celtic, for 
whom former Adelaide City favorite Dixie Deans slammed a 
hat-trick 

A brief, unhappy taste of European soccer was to follow two 
years later, Murray being a member of the Hibernian team 
surprisingly eliminated from the UEFA Cup by Swedish ama- 
teurs Oester Vaxjo. 


It wasn't until 1978 that he established himself as a first team 
regular, playing in 21 Premier Division encounters that year, 
plus a further two UEFA Cup games. 


The winger was to prove exasperatingly inconsistent though, 
mixing brilliant performances with miserable ones and 
midway through the 1978-79 term he returned to the reserves. 


Murray’s career was hindered by the dramatic decline of Hiber- 
nian as a force in Scottish soccer. No longer were there first- 
class players around to guide him. Instead there was a motley 
collection of over-the-hill veterans and raw youngsters. 


During the course of last season no fewer than 29 different names 
appeared on the Hibernian team sheet as manager Willie 
Ormond desperately tried to stumble upon a winning formula. 

When Murray was re-called to the first team he found himself on, 
the opposite wing to George Best, the Irish genius having been 
recruited from America in an effort to salvage the rapidly- 
sinking ship. 

Hibernian was doomed to relegation though and, despite a 
number of inspired performances by the two wingers, finished 
with a mere 18 points from 36 games. 

Best was impressed with Murray’s play to such an extent that he 
tried to interest his NASL club, San Jose Earthquakes, to re- 
cruit him, but the deal fell 

Ormond, the former Scottish national team manager, retired 
from the Hibernian post due to ill health in August. Successor 
Bertie Auld immediately set to work with his new broom and, 
surprisingly, Murray was given 2 free transfer. 

Sydney City coach Eddie Thomson, in Scotland on a recruiting 
mission, immediately snapped up the tricky winger 

With Hibernian Murray made 6? full appearances in the league, 
plus another 15 2s substitute. He netted seven goals.

differing styles displayed by Wol- 
longong City and Sydney Olympic 
in a recent clash at the Wollon- 
gong Showground. 


Wollongong, built on English players with an 
English coach Ken Morton played a diciplined, or- 
ganised, methodical game.
